Two members of the Merchant 
Marine were taken to hospital 
today, and a civilian was taken 
into custody on an attempted 
murder charge after an early- 
morning aftermath to week-end 
clashes between service per- 
sonnel and “drape-shape” zoot- 
suiters in various sections of 
Montreal and its suburbs. 


Police arrested Andre Bouchard, 
33, on the attempted murder 
charge, but a companion escaped. 
Howard Sauve and Jack Drousoff 
of the Merchant Navy were taken 
to hospital, Sauve with a bullet 
wound in the foot and Drousoff 
with a back injured. 

City and military police broke 
up the downtown battle in which 
the two men were injured, after 
several shots had been fired. They 
said only four men were involved. 


MANY CLASHES 

Larger clashes had kept city, pro- 
vincial and service police on emer- 
geacy schedules throughout: the 
week-end, with scores of persons 
suffering minor injuries. Thirty- 
six sailors and two civilians ap- 
peared in court today on charges 
of disturbing the peace and were 
remanded until tomorrow. 

The battle started in earnest 
Saturday evening, and by the 
time police and naval shore 
patrol units had the situation un- 
der control 38 servicemen and 
two civilians were arrested. In 
addition to those actually detain- 


‘ed, the shore patrol took scores 


of other sailors into custody. 

The climax came last night when 
steel-helmeted provincial consta- 
bles were called in to que}l a 45- 
minute battle between 100 soldiers 
and an undetermined number of 
zoot-suiters at east-end Lafontaine 
Park. 

Of those arrested, 36 were sailors, 
one a soldier and one airman. The 
two civilians were charged with 
carrying dangerous weapons,

Inexperienced Operator 
Sent “Invasion Message’ 


NEW YORK, June 5—(AP)—A 
mistake by an inexperienced Lon- 
don telegraph operator caused 
the Associated Press to move on 
its wires Saturday an erroneous 
flash announcing that Gen. Eisen- 
hower's headquarters had an- 
nounced Allied landings in 
France. 

At 4:39 p.m, E.D.T. the AP's 
London printer delivered this‘ur- 
gent message, which moved im- 
mediately: 

‘Flash Eisenhower's headquart- 
ers announced Allied Landings in 
France.”

came a message to “bust that 
flash” and word went out at once 
to withhald publication, At 4:44 
p.m., after a further London mes- 
sage ordering the flash killed a

For nearly an hour the AP in 
New York was without any ex- 
planation from London other than 
a service message ascribing it to

The city police, in face of a small epi- 
demic of thefts from automobiles, have 
asked Edmonton people to exercise par- 
ticular care to see that their cars are left 
locked, This is sound advice, not only in 
the case of motor cars, but as it affects 
all sorts of property, real and personal. 

Edmonton is singularly free of major 
crime, due to the vigilance of her excellent 
police force. But in any community there 
are those who will steal when the oppor- 
tunity presents itself. Thus, unlocked 
cars, unlocked offices, unlocked stores and 
unlocked homes offer a temptation, not 
only to professional thieves but also to 
weak-minded persons who might never 
break the law at all did these opportuni- 
ties not occur.

Pensions and Taxes 


In a sense it is true, as suggested in 
parliament, that the interests of the tax- 
payers and the interests of old age pen- 
sioners are conflicting; what the pension- 
ers are paid must be paid by the taxpayers. 
But there is another and more important 
sense in which these interests are com- 
plementary. 

In post-war times the larger interest 
of the taxpayer will not be how low his 
taxes can be kept, but how regularly he 
can get employment at good rates of pay. 
To a very considerable extent the employ- 
ment available to people of early and mid- 
dle age will depend on whether those in 
advanced years are taken off the labor 
market; which can only be done if pen- 
sions are adequate and are available while 
the recipients still have some working 
power. 

Raising pensions and reducing the pen- 
sion age are reforms which are not en- 
tirely based on humanitarian considera- 
tions. They have a bearing also on the 
question of how many jobs there will have 
to be to go round when the war labor de- 
mand slackens off. The more aged job- 
seekers who are retired, the better will be 
the chances of keeping younger pecpie 
fully employed — and therefore regular 
and substantial taxpayers.

Another Blow-Up 


The U.S. consulate at Quito has become 
a house of refuge for no less a personage 
than Dr. Carlos Arroyo Del Rio, until 
Tuesday of last week President of the Re- 
public of Ecuador. The President has been 
forced to resign by an uprising of troops 
and civilians. The revolutionaries seized 
power after a street battle at Guayaquil in 
which 40 persons were killed and 200 
wounded. They immediately sent for Car- 
los’ rival, former President Jose Maria 
Velasco Ibarra, to return from exile in 
Colombia, who will presumably step into 
the Presidential office, with or without the 
formality of a general election. Hence the 
flight of Dr. Carlos Arroyo to the US. 
consulate at Quito, where he luckily ar- 
rived in advance of his pursuers. 

Ecuador is one of the South American 
republics in which Mr. M. J. Coldwell, 
C.C.F. leader, thinks the Government of 
Canada should be spending the taxpayers’ 
money to speed up the process of economic 
evolution. It is not conspicious as being 
more given to political upheavals than its 
neighbor states, and the coup there is the 
sixth successful change of government 
that has been effected by force in that 
continent within the past vear. 

Canadian taxpayers have on this ac- 
count a more than casual interest in the 
lively proceedings in Ecuador. These 
events suggest without elaboration what 
chance there would be that Canadian pub- 
lic money shipped to that continent would 
either find its way into ecomonic develop- 
ment or find its way back. And they ex- 
plain once more why Canadian private in- 
vestors who in years past sent millions of 
dollars to that continent to speed economic 
and transportation expansion are still 
wondering where it went to. 

Wishing nothing but good to the re- 
publics and people of South America, the 
taxpayers of Canada are likely to think 
they know many places where their Gov- 
ernment had better spend money before it 
undertakes to play fairy godfather to 
those volcanic states.

Six-Way Attack 


For more than a year flights of bomb- 
ers have on occasion taken off from Bri- 
tain and landed in Italy or North Africa 
after dropping their loads enroute on tar- 
gets in Germany, France or Italy; making 
the return trip after replenishing supplies 
of ammunition and fuel. This is what is 
known as ‘shuttle’ bombing. 

Apparently this two-way technique is 


way and provided their escort for the rest 
of the journey; leaving the escorting fight- 
ers from Italy to return home. Thus while 
the bombers had protection all the way, 
there were twice as many Allied fighters 
over enemy targets in the Balkan area as 
would otherwise have been the case. 

A logical development will be the es- 
tablishment of a triangle of these two-way 
routes, with bombers “shuttling” along 
them on schedule; between Britain and 
Italy, between Italy and Russia, and be- 
tween Russia and Britain. In such an ar- 
rangement there would be no point in the 
Reich or in the surrounding occupied 
countries which would not lie open to “sat- 
uration” bombing, without the bomber- 
crews having to make any part of their 
journeys unescorted by fighters. 

This apparently is to be the next step 
in carrying on the “experiment” as to 
whether the Hitler machine can be wreck- 
ed from the air. Fully developed, shuttle- 
bombing along the sides of this triangle 
would mean six-way attack on the Hitler 
fortress, with bombs falling wherever the 
Allied command chose to plant them every 
day. Other results aside, unless the Nazi 
war-plant workers can get along without 
sleep they seem to have a tough summer 
in prospect. 


General MacArthur says, in the South- 
west Pacific, “We are continuing to build 
up our forces without air or naval inter- 
ference from the enemy”. If that taunt 
does not bring Jap planes and naval craft 
into the area, the marooned garrisons in 
the island outposts may well wonder why 
Tojo has deserted them.

It will apparently 
have a working majority over all other 
parties in the Dail, which it had not before. 
The elections were called because of a 
Government defeat in the house on a bill 
relating to the amalgamation of a couple 
of railway lines.

REGINA, June 5—(CP)—Post- 
war highway construction plans 
were outlined by highways minister 
A. T. Proctor in a Saskatchewan 
general election campaign speech. 

“We believe that in the post-war 
reconstruction period, construction 
of highways offered one of the best 
fields to cushion the return of our 
people to normal life,” the minister 
said.

began with Montgomery's great 
victory at El Alamein and carried 
the Allies through Tunisia, Sicily 
and along the mountainous Italian 
boot.

Army, united with the former 
beachhead forces, finally severed 
the Via Casilina at Valmontone 


Thursday was still conjectural, but 
it was certain many thousands had 
fallen into Allied hands.

Kesselring succeeded in with- 
drawing today were fleeting in

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 

The Allied entry into the Rome 
city was announced by Alexander's 
headquarters in a special com- 
munique shortly after 7 o'clock (2 
p.m, M.D,T.) last night, which said 
sporadic resistance was being en- 
countered from German rear 
guards, 

But it was obvious even then 
that the complete liberation of 
the city was only a matter of 
hours and Alexander joined with 
Premier Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
of the Italian government in a 
plea to the populace to facilitate 
the Allied passage through the 
capital “in order to continue the 
destruction of the German armies 
farther north.” 

The two officials called on civil- 
ians to prevent the enemy from 
blowing up charges they may have 
placed under bridges, government 
buildings and public utilities and to 
hide their food and grain. All street 
barricades and other obstructions 
should be removed, they said. 


PASSAGE VITAL 

“It is vital that Allied troops be 
able to pass through Rome without 
delay in order to continue destruc- 
tion of German armies farther 
north,” Alexander and -Badoglio 
said. “Citizens of Rome, this is 
not the time for demonstrations. 
Do what we tell you and continue 
with your daily work. 

“Rome is yours. Your job is to 
save the city. Ours is the destruc- 
tion of the enemy.” ’ 

Up to 750 Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators of the 1Sth Air Force 
sought to sever German com- 
munications between northern 
Italy and southern France yester- 
day with a massive raid on the 
two main railway lines crossing 
the French Alps.

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Home Building Permits This Year Nearly $1,000,000 


Aggregate to Date Exceeds 
Amount in Similar Period | Awarded City

Home building permits 


amounting to approximately 


$1,000,000 have been taken out in Edmonton since the begin- 
ning of this year, it was revealed in a statement filed Monday 


with the city commissioners 
architect. This compares with 
May 31, 1943. 

During the period Jan. 1 to May 


31, 1944, there were 398 permits | 


issued for the construction of 
dwellings in the city with a total 
value of $992,385 compared with 
239 permits with a value of $637,- 
870 in the same period last year. 

Total value of permits issued 
during the 1944 period was $3,292,- 
795 compared with $2,812,340, an 
increase of $480,455. During May of 
this year 423 permits were issued 
for a total value of $684,855, of 
which 194 were for dwellings. Value 
of these permits was $527,600. 


total of 36 permits was issued for 
the construction of commercial 
buildings. These amounted to $98,- 
350. 


FOR LAST YEAR 

In the same period last year nine 
permits were issued for a value of 
$70,000. Nine permits were issued 
for public buildings in the five 
months period this year, the value 
of which was $1,788,945 compared 
with nine permits in the same per- 
jiod last year of a value of $1,712,100. 

Permits for alterations and re- 
pairs, and for adjustment of per- 
mits issued previously amounted to 
$361,705 compared with $296,655 for 
the first five months of 1943.

Announcement of the award of 
decorations to three Edmonton 
flyers was made Saturday from 
R.C.A.F. headquarters, Ottawa, 
The airmen, FO. J, T. Caine, 
D.F.C. and bar; FO. H. R. Facey, 


D.F.C.; and FO. P. W. Heron, 
D.F.C., received the following 
citations: 


FO. J. T. Caine, bar to D.F.C.: 
This officer continues to display 
the finest qualities of skill and de- 
termination. In a sortie in March, 
1944, he shot down two enemy air- 
craft. Whilst in another operation 
in April, 1944, he shot down two 
Junkers 52s and damaged a Hein- 
kel 111 on the ground. Since then 
FO. Caine has destroyed one more 
enemy aircraft. This officer is a 
fearless and relentless fighter and 
has been responsible for the de- 
struction of nine enemy aircraft in 
the air and damaged four on the 
ground. 

FO. H. R. Facey, D.F.C. “FO. 
Facey as captain of aircraft has 
taken part in a iarge number of 
operational sorties during which he 
has made twe attacks on enemy 
submarines, one of which was com- 
pleted in the face of heavy anti- 
aircraft fire. The U-boat was ser- 
iously damaged. In December, 1943, 
this officer attacked 11 destroyers 
and a blockade runner in the Bay 
of Biscay. Despite very heavy anti- 
aircraft fire and opposition from 
enemy fighters, he pressed home 
his attack and scored a near miss.” 

FO. Peter Heron, D.F.C. “This 
officer has completed a large num- 
ber of sorties, including many anti- 
submarine patrols. On three oc- 
casions he has engaged U-Boats. On 
the last occasion in February, 1944, 
the submarine w.; sighted with 
decks awash and FO. Heron at once 
pressed home a determined attack 
from extremely low level, straddl- 
ing the vessel with a number of 
depth charges.

“Babies, more babies, and still 
more babies,” our leaders shout. 

“We haven't a spare bed,” be- 
moan the hospitals... . But that 
doesn’t discourage or deter Old 
Man Stork. He just carries on, 
taking advantage of the fact that 
this is “Leap Year.” 

And, to prove he doesn't concern 
himself about the housing situation 
in Edmonton, he's bringing “double 
loads.” 

Yes, in this fair city of ours, no | 
less than 20 sets of twins and one | 
set of triplets have arrived so far | 
this year. 

“We've had to pay for this our- 
selves in the past,” one young 
mother said. “Free hospitalization 
is sure a great thing!” .She is the 
mother of twins. 

The earliest arrivals in 1944 were 
the Ramsey twin boys, who reside 
on Stony Plain road. The latest, 
born June 2, are son and daughter 
of the Kinnerlys, 103 avenue and 80 
street, 

Leading the parade of twins is the 
Misericordia hospital, with seven 
pairs. Next comes the General, with 
six pairs; the Royal Alexandra with 
four pairs, and University with 
three pairs. To the first-named 
also goes the credit for receiving 
the only triplets of the year. 

The latter babies were born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Eric Abel of Calmar 
on Easter Sunday, but only one 
has survived. Some of the tiny 
teams have been broken up, with 
the passing of some of them. With 
the exception of three sets of twins, 
all are Edmontonians,

Your Baby 
| And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


There are so many reasons why 
babies, who have stopped being 
fed at night, waken and demand 
the bottle or breast-feeding 
agai.n, 

Almost always it is due to in- 
adequate daytime feeding. The 
mother gets stuck at a certain 
level of diet and does not make 
steady increases in it. The form- 

| ula itself may be too weak. It is 
| astounding how often a mother 


thinks she can feed a 14 pound 


baby on the formula advised 
when the baby weighed ten 
pounds, 


The amount of solid food may be 
|too small, Some mothers feed their 
| babies enormous portions, others 
|keep on feeding teaspoonfuls to a 
[baby needing tablespoonfuls, The 
| baby sleeps too long in the daytime 
jand therefore is wakeful at night, 
when he should be asleep. Or, the 
mother, by waking the baby at 
|night has established the habit of 
waking, which the baby continues 
to do despite his generous, daytime 
diet 

Mrs. H, S. cannot see any reason 
at all for her baby’s refusal of solid 
foods and his bad habit of waking 
two or three times at night to be 
fed 

“He is 10 months old and weighs 
20 pounds,” she writes. “He takes 
about one tablespoon of cereal and 
three tablespoons of soup or spin- 

jach or string beans or custard. 
| Also, he has 10 drops of cod liver 
oil and four bottles of milk with 
corn-syrup and water, 

“He is in the fresh air all day. 
He has two teeth and is beginning 
to walk, He is sweet and friendly. 
It is quiet and peaceful where we 
jlive but when he wakens once or 
twice in the night he won't go to 
sleep without the bottle.” 

Suppose you try eliminating the 
corn syrup, It is time to do that, 
anyway. It should pep up his appe- 
tite for the solid foods, 

Also, feed only three times a day. 
Instead of four bottles of milk, give 
him only three and substitute for 
that fourth bottle some milk foods, 
such as custard, junket, milk gela- 
tine, cereal milk puddings, cottage 
cheese, etc, I feel sure his appetite 
will improve,
